THE PROPOSED PEAK RAILWAY. 
To the Editor of the “ Curwa Mar.” 
Augast 10th, 

Sre,—1.—As the-disoussion of the above 
subject, drawn forth by your publication of 
my Report of the 28th Maron 1880, seems 
now to be subsiding, I trust I may be 
allowed a few remarke in reply. 

T have studied with much interest and 
profit the various letters that have appeared, 
and I hava in consequence and after renewed 
enquiries made improvements in my scheme. 
The line of route recommended remains as 


before; no mistake was made in measuring | 


the length of it as drawn on my plan, nor 
was it ever intended to pass between Bea- 
conefield and the Cathedral, but between 
the latter and the Government Store. The 
raling gradient roughly stated ot 1 in 19 
should more correc nf 1 in 18,13. The 
course shown upon the plan was drawn so 
aa to ensure curves of at least nine chains 
radius. A lower and longer route would 
require either sharper curves to follow the 
ravines or higher viaducts to cross them. 
Lf the line must be difficult of construction 
the shorter it is the better, so long as the 
sacent can be climbed? : 

2.—With reference to the proposed direct 
route to the ‘Gap with a stationary engine, 
steel-wire rope and patent olip drums, I 
think a little atudy of the question will 
show that a3 permanent inatitutions auch 
lines are now being generally replaced b; 
locomotive railways, If I am not muc' 
mistaken their construction in Switzerland 
has almost entiroly ceased now that the 
difficulties explained in the account of the 
Uetli Railway 1 quoted from, aro being 
overcome so that an ascent of 1 in 14 is 
no longer impossible but common for looo- 
motives in such @ country. In thé Uetli 
Railway no thought of a stationary engine 
was indulged, and if thia were the case in 
the middle of Europe where, mechanical 
workmanship of the first order was at eas 
and oheap command continually, how muc! 
more ehould it be in China where the dis- 
order of sush machinery might at any time 
cause months of deley and where the phy- 
sical circumstances of climate aro no widely 
different and variable, =~ 

A stationary engine line might lost for a 
time in excellent order, but a permanency it 
could never be, 

3.—The Wanchai Gap route suggested 
is a good one, but it has the great dis- 
advantage of obliging sll roaidents in 
the upper parts of the town first to de- 
soend near! ly to tha sea, a drop of some 
400 feet, before ascending to the Gap level— 
but 860 feet above them. My proposed Al- 
bany Station entirely avoids this, 

4.—Considering the Precipitous and rocky 
nature of the route to be followed by my 
proposed line, it may be advisable to reduce 
the gauge of tho projected Railway from 
4’8" to 2'6", and Bo far a concession to the 
opinion of others competent to judge is 
readily made, Remembering however that|n- 
bor of all kinds is 29 percent cheaperin Hong- 
kong than in England, and is also according 
to the opinion of Mr Brasse considerabl 
cheaper in England then in Switzerland, it 
is considered quite reasonable that the pro- 

line should be at least estimated for a 

8” gauge at the same rate per mile which 
tho Ustli Railway roferred to as a model

Of the 200 Chinese it is antici- 
pated thet 44 walked up in the morning in 
order to carry one quarter of thé Europeans 
down, the other 33 Kuropeans keeping their 
men aloft or bringing them from town, and 
these 44 of course also walked down at night, 
Whilst carrying chairs they were not counted 
in, Of the 246 remaining it is anticipated 
that oo or Say oP, merely for the 
purpose carrying lo not to labor at 
the Peak, while the remaining 123 were 
lsbourers, servants, tradespeople and friends 
who may be relied on as bond side passen-

Bernard ‘oF ten- 
ler age. “At firat no resioning- would 
convince her that the muzzle was only a 


.joke, so far as she ‘was concerned,” and

and is pormitted to accompany her 
master to basiness, without sny hind- 
rance on the part of the police. Such was 
the real purport of the order, I believe, 
that dogs shall be properly under con- 
trol, although when published it was 
misunderstood. It has served to clear 
the street very much, for what with the 
numbers now kept within doors, and 
what with those who have been ‘‘ron 
in” by the police, scarcely a homeless 
barking cur is now to be seen running at 
one’s heels or jumping in front of horses. 
The victims for some time numbered 40 
or 50 9 day. If not claimed within 
three days, they are drowned. This of 
course hos Jed to many a young man 
going, as some facetiously describe it, 
“to the dogs,” in order to redeem an 
errant favourite. It is.even possible to 
buy a good beast on the cheap. That 
is only done sub rosa, I understand; 
and perhaps if one were to meet its old 
master, when walking out his dog, 
awkward questions might be raised— 
perhaps “ extremities” even might be 
resorted to, The order did not come 
a day too soon; a very bad case of 
hydrophobia resulted in the death of a 
young man here last week. 

Another of the annual meetings of 
the Mid-Lothian Rifle Association on 
the beautiful grounds at the Hermitage 
beside the Braid Hille, has come and 
gone since I last wrote. The first day 
was distinguished by the International 
contest for the Challenge Trophy which 
has Inin in abeyance for the last three 
years owing to the inability of the teams 
to come to terms as to the shooting 
ground. The wind and wenther were 
alike favourable and fine shooting was 
made. The English team, 20 men with 
seven shots at each of the 200, 500 and 
600 yards ranges scored 1733, as against 
Scotland's 1700, and Ireland's 1591, 
Wales did not manage a team this year. 
England had the two best single scores 
97; one Scotchman, Dods of Dunse, 
made 98. At the 200 range Scotland 
led the score by 1, being 604. Tho 
following day which was rainy and cold, 
wos allotted to the “Merry Masons” 
for the competition for their challenge 
shield. Rifle shooting does not seem 
to the uninitiated, nor perhaps even to 
the initiated, to have much to do with 
masonry of anykind; but somehow this 
competition seems yet to be “run on” 
among the brethren. Each lodge bold- 
ing of the Grand Lodge of Scotland is 
at liberty to pay a subscription and send 
a team of six men—the former especi- 
ally. These must be members of the 
lodge sending them; and as it is possi- 
ble for a mason to belong to more than 
one lodge, his “mother” lodge has the 
first call on each “masonio-shot.” It is 
alleged that a systein of “‘fagotteoring” 
has sprung up in connection with this 
trophy, men being made masons simply 
‘that they may shoot on behalf of their 
mother lodge. One crack shot com- 
plains bitterly that just because of his 
skill his mother lodge sends up a team, 
of which he has to be a member, though 
none of them scarcely know how to hit 
atarget. Politicians may say whether

‘apostolic blows and knocks, Rev. Dr 
Begg. He took up bis position in one of 
, the Secession pulpits, which was situated 
opposite the martyrs monument, right 
in the scene of the. sufferings of our 
misguided forefathers no doubt. Several 
thousands of people, constituting what 
may be called the congregation, assem- 
bled near him and joined in the services. 
In the course of bis sermon Dr Begg 
gave a historial sketch of the (o- 
|venanting times, and had o fling at 
large—at Ritualism, at Prelacy, at “ in- 
fatuated Presbyterians” and, without a 
doubt, at the Pepe. Popery he said was 
standing on the very steps of the Queen’s 
throne and exercised vice-regal control 
over 200 millions of Her Majesty’s sub- 
jects. Nothing remained for it now but 
to seize the throne itself; ond this of 
course Popery was 23 anxious as ever to 
do. A deal was mado by some of the 
fact that there were ten or twelvo 
thousands of persons in the churchyard ; 
people would go about proclaiming that 
the heart of ciabregh was “sound” 
on the subject. I happened to get. on 
the same track with a man who wander- 
ed about with that on his lips. But 
after all, he and those whom he met 
were only in the outskirts of the congre 
gration and could scarcely hear a word 
of the services. It was a farce surely 
to speak of their being “sound” any 
further than in the matter of curiosity, 
and hat was what took the most of the 
crowd to the place. There was o col- 
lection at the gate on behalf of the 
“Commemoration Fund” — whatever 
that may be. The offerings were 
chiefly in copper—the ‘‘bawbee” 
seemed to predominate. I saw no 
silver: but there was one pound-note. 
It came in all to £26! Similar services 
have been held in Glasgow, at Kilbir- 
nie, Bothwell, Hamilton and other places 
associated with, or sound in regard to, 
the “struggles.” One of the best stories 
in regard to these services was origin- 
ated in the Edinburgh Town Council, 
when ap application to use Groyfriars’ 
churchyard was under consideration by 
that body. One councillor whom 
shall call Black, though that is not his 
colour, spoke in rather pedantic tones of 
the precautions that would be necessary 
to protect the grounds; and expresses 
his hope that nothing would occur that 
would wound the susceptibilities of those 
—of whom he was one—who had friends 
and ancestors buried there. Another 
councillor said he had pa_fear but the 
“fowk” would belive themselves; and 
as for the feelings of “freends” he 
added that the service was to be in 
reference to the “Mighty Dead,” and 
he was sure none of Councillor Black’s 
friends need be disturbed ! 


PEKING. 

The Peking correspondent of the 
Shanghai Mercury, writing July 24th, 
Bays — 

The period botween my last letter 
and this, I would call the dead season, 
aa nothing has happened. The reprieve 
of Chung How, much against the ex- 
pectation of the Chinese, leaves Russia 


here, being afraid to bring you into 
an action for libel. Although, if you 
take o great interest in it, you will find 
it in von Gumpach’s work, the Burling- 
hame Mission. Chang Chih-tung, thanks 
to the tramped-up importunce conferred 
on him by your evening colleague, bas 
obtained also a grent notoriety in the 
ayes of the populace, but he has to share 
his celebrity with three others quite as 
obscure as bimself. We have now the 
four guardians of the Templo, viz: 
Chang Chih-tung, now junior deputy 
supervisor of instruction in the super- 
visorate of instruction (amen!); Chan 
Pei-lung, a native of Chibli, now in 
mourning, an Expositor of the Hanlin; 
Huan ‘Rfan , a native of Cheh-kiang, 
a Reader of the Hanlin; and Ho Kin- 
shou, a Hupeh man, since October last. 
year prefect of Yang chow, formerly in 
the Hanlin. These four ore considered 
the four cleverest of political criticisers, 
Judging, however from Chang Chib- 
tung’s memorial, (of 300 and odd cha- 
racters) you con imagine what those of 
his three other Temple Guardian col- 
learuesare. Although, however, Chan; 
Chib-tung’s memorial was pretty we 
mbbed under the nose of the foreign 
devils—theso will not yet succeed in 
getting an insight into Tso ‘fsung-tanp’s 
memorial protesting against the Livadia 
treaty, at which Iam told is tenfold 
longer than Chang’s memorial. 


THE AMERICAN COMMISSION 
: TU CHINA. 

His Excellency tho United States 
Minister, Mr James B, Angell, was to 
leave Shanghai this morning in the U.S. 
cotvette Ashuelot for the North. He 
will call at Obefoo, where he will be 
joined by Commissionera Swift and 
Trescott, whose families will probably 
romain there. The new Minister, in 
conversation with our reporter yesterday, 
pointed out that it has boen the practice 
of the United States Government to deal 
with foreign quosiions us far as possible 
in a gonorous, liberal and straightforward 
manner, Tho treaties at prosent existing 
between China and the United States 
had boen in existence now for a consider- 
able number of years, and it was felt 


| tbat there were pointa on which they 


should be revised, Certain events had 
taken placo in the United States followed 
by certain results, which had caused both 
Americans and Chineso to wish for 
modifications of existing engagemonta, 
Tho object of the Commission was to 
amicably talk over various questions 
with membera of the Chinese Govorn- 
ment, to ask them for their opinions and 
soggestions, and, if possible, to make 
arrangements which would provo satis- 
factory to nationals of both countrios, 
Tho Chinese Consul at San Francisco had 
informed His Excellency that the Ohineso 
themeelves in America felt toa certain 
extent dissatisfied with the present 
condition of things, And on the other 
hand, wany gentlemen of position, educa- 
tion, aud culture in that city had told 
him that while all thoughtful men would 
certainly deprecate anything like law- 
lesaness or mob violenco in dealing with 
the “ Chineso question,” it was none the

According to Bederal law, it is quite 
possible for » “white” or a “black” 
peraon to become a citizen of the United 
States, but no provision has been made 
for the naturalisation of foreigners, the 
colour of whose skin is not described by 
one of these two words. No Chinese 
or Japanese can therefore become a 
citizen of the “Great Republic” under 
the existing law, In addition to this 
bar, however, there oxists another in ‘the 
Burlingame treaty itself, in which the 
Chinese Government inserted a clause 
which would prevent it from losing any 
of its subjects in this manner,” In reply

PROPOSED NEW VOLUNTEER 
CORPS FOR SHANGHAT. 

A meeting was beld last evening (2nd) 
at tho Council Room in Kiangse Road 
to take steps for the formation of a Com- 
pany of Vlunteers under Temperance 
anspices, Twenty-two persons wero pre- 
sent, the President and Seoretary of the 
Temperance Society being among them. 
Major-Commandant Holliday presided. 
In opening the proceedings he said that 
on Friday last he obtained the views of 
the Municipal Counciljon the matter 
which had called thom together, It was 
their opinion that it would not be worth 
while 1o weaken the existing foros of 
Volunteera for the purpose of forming a 
new Company, and therefore théy wished 
that before the proposed Company should 
be recognised, it’ should consist of 60 
mon, of whom not more than 15 should 
bo already members of the S.V.C. Hoe 
thonght that it would be well for the 
promotora of the new Company to make 
a beginning, even if they had ony 20 
mon. lt would be at least two wonths 
before any u iforma would be required, 
and in the m antime he would be quite 
willing to sanction the issue of arms and 
accoutrements for their use. He ree 
minded the meating that as the §,V.C. 
was now conatituted the bonds by which 
its members were bound were very light. 
It elooted its own officers, and was in 
duty bound to support them, 1t was 
impossible for the officers to please evary~ 
body. They simply had 'to wake up 
their minds how to act according to cir- 
cumstances aud to do the best they could. 
He himself did not grudge’ any time or 
exertion if the men could be mado 
efficiont, He should be very much 
pleased if a list of men showing tho 
number required by the Council for the 
new Company could be handed in, Mr 
William Bright quite coincided with the 
gallant Major in bis remarks, It would 
certainly be unwise to break up existing 
Companies to form a new one, It was 
essential that the new Company should 
bean assured success before it was atarted, 
It: was desirable that a sufficient number 
of men shéuld be got together to form 
tho nucleus of a Company and that they 
should be willing to work. With 20 or 
30 such,mon he thonght the. now Com- 
pany would do well, and bye-and-bye be 
a credit to themselves and to the §,V.0. 
Tn avewer to a question from the Rev, 
W. 8. Holt, Me Bright thought that it 
would hardly ba’ ‘possible to raise the 
required number of men on a strictly 
Total Abstinence basis, but he beliaved 
that there were many men in the Settle. 
ment who were abstainers or nearly 80, 
withont being connected with ‘ny 
organisation, and ho thought that some

The 
Cowpany shoald, he thought, be .formed 
under the sail of Temperance ag dis- 
tinguished from Total Abstinence, Mr 
Bright then moved, and Mr Ewen se- 
conded, the following resolution, which 
was carried :— : 

That it is the opinion of thia masting thal 
an additional Company of R fle Volunt ers 
should be formed under Temperance aus- 
plozs, That meanwhile thore who ara 
willing to form @ nacleua of the Company 
avail selves of the offar of the Oounsil 
to provide them with the necessary arms 
and scqoutrements, If after tho prolimin- 
ary drill it be found that a ‘sufficient 
nurabar be obtalned to be Incorporated an a 
new Company, then the requisite steps 
shall ba taken to sauotion their amalgama- 
tion with the existiag body. 

The proceedings termiuated. with a 
hearty vote of thanks to M»jor Holliday 
for his kindness in presiding, and for 
the encouragement ,and. eid he had . 
afforded to the promoters of the Coms 
pany. After the meeting a number of 
those prosent handed in their mames an 
members, and elected Mr William Bright 
to be their representative to obtain the 
necessary arma, do. from the Municipal 
Council, through Major. Holliday,—=

Honey Order Regulations. 


L—Money Orders are exchanged with 
tho United Kingdom, New South Wales, 
Qaeonsland, South Australia and Port 
Darwin, tho Strajts Settlements, Westorn 
Australia, and (excopt at Shanghai) with 
the Japanezo Empire. Hongkong also 
issucs orders on Shaughal, and. vice versa, 


2—Small sume may be remitted between 
the other Ports by means of Postage 
Stumps, subject to a charge of one per 
cent, for cashing them. 

3.—Many Money Orders are supplied to 
residents at tho smaller Ports in this way. 
An application for an order* is Blled up, 
and is onclozed with a stamped, directed, 
‘and unsealed envelope to the Postmaster at 
the nearost issuing office. The application 
must be accompanied with tho full amount 
(including commission) in cheque, postage 
stamps, or othor equivalout of cash, and a 
little margin should be loft for variations 
of exchange, The Postmaster issues the 
order, ends it on in tho onvelope, and 
returns the change, if any, by first oppor- 
tunity, with a revelpt for the letter, if it 
wore to be registered, as it always should 
be.
